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The  principle  increase — Establishment — £1,285  more  than  in 
1927,  is  chiefly  duetto  the  new  boiler  installed  last  Spring,  costing 
nearly  £1,000,  towards  which  special  contributions  amounting  to 
£764  12s.  were  received  as  shown  in  the  Income  Account.  The 
other  increases  are  mostly  due  to  the  extra  work  which  the  Hospital 
has  been  called  upon  to  do. 


The  Special  Appeal  Fund,  opened  in  1925,  was  closed  in 
February,  1928,  the  total  receipts  amounting  to  £7,704  15s.  7d., 
which  were  allocated  by  the  Appeal  Committee  in  the  following 
manner  : —

After  negotiations  extending  over  several  years,  a  Scheme 
for  the  future  administration  of  the  Hospital’s  invested  Funds  and 
Lands,  prepared  by  the  Charity  Commissioners  and  approved  by 
the  Governors  at  the  last  Annual  Court,  was  established  by  the 
former  on  the  7th  September,  1928.  The  full  text  of  the  Scheme 
will  be  found  on  pages  29  to  35  of  this  report. 

Several  improvements  to  the  Hospital  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  ;  the  most  important  being  the  new  boiler  referred 
to  above.  A  new  Water  Softener  has  been  installed  at  a  cost  of 
£330,  and  is  giving  very  satisfactory  and  economical  service.  The 
kitchen  and  sanitary  annexe  of  the  Children’s  Ward  has  been  re¬ 
modelled  at  a  cost  of  £350  (to  be  borne  in  1929).  This  improve¬ 
ment  was  long  overdue.  And  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Albert  Cay,  who  has  paid  the  entire  cost,  the  principal  storerooms 
in  the  basement  have  been  enlarged  and  equipped  and  now  give 
adequate  accommodation  for  the  provisions  and  hardware  stores. 
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In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  passed  at  the  Special  Court  of 
Governors  held  on  the  31st  October  last,  the  Committee  have  ob¬ 
tained  tenders  for  the  extensions  to  the  Nurses  Home  and  to  the 
male  and  female  surgical  wards,  and  these  buildings  will  be  begun 
very  shortly.  The  estimated  capital  cost  of  the  Scheme,  which 
as  revised  will  provide  20  more  beds  for  patients  and  proper 
accommodation  for  the  entire  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff,  is  £7,893. 

The  Committee  have  received  with  very  much  regret  the  resig¬ 
nations  of  Lord  Algernon  Percy,  who  has  been  President  of  the 
Hospital  for  some  30  years  ;  and  of  their  Chairman,  Captain  J.  R. 
Heber- Percy ;  and  of  Major  Robert  Emmet,  Chairman  of  the 
House  Committee,  upon  leaving  Warwickshire.  They  wish  to 
place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  which 
these  gentlemen  have  given  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  has  lost  by  death  Mr.  Echlin  Storry  Molyneux, 
who  was  Honorary  Surgeon  for  sixteen  years.  His  death  was 
particularly  tragic,  his  fatal  illness  having  been  caused  by  his  work 
in  the  Hospital.  Mr.  Molyneux  was  a  distinguished  member  of 
the  Staff  for  many  years,  and  his  technical  skill  and  delightful 
personality  will  not  lightly  be  forgotten.  A  portrait  of  him  has 
been  placed  in  the  Board  Room,  in  recognition  of  his  valuable 
services  to  the  Hospital. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Molvneux’s  death  was  filled  by 
the  Election  Committee,  who  appointed  Mr.  E.  Gordon  Dingley, 
F.R.C.S.,  Edin.,  Honorary  Surgeon  ;  and  Mr.  Geoffrey  G.  C.  Taylor, 
M.B.,  B.S.,  Durham,  to  the  office  of  Honorary  Assistant  Surgeon, 
vacated  by  Mr.  Dingley. 

For  the  first  time  in  connection  with  this  Hospital,  a  “  Pound 
Day  ”  collection  was  made  in  October  last.  The  burden  of  the 
organization  was  borne  by  Mrs.  Charles  Phillips  and  her  Committee, 
who  spared  no  pains  to  make  the  collection  the  unqualified  success 
which  it  proved  to  be.  Some  18,000  lbs.  of  Provisions  were  received 
as  well  as  over  £100  in  subscriptions. 

The  Committee  again  have  pleasure  in  presenting  with  this 
Report,  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  Ladies  Visiting  and  Samaritan 
Committee,  on  page  27,  and  also  of  the  Linen  League,  on  page  24, 
which  has  considerably  increased  its  revenue  this  year.  They 
desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  valuable  work  done  by 
these  Ladies’  Organizations,  which  serve  the  Hospital  and  the 
patients  so  well. 
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The  Committee  also  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff ;  to  Miss  Nuttall,  the  Matron,  and  the 
Nursing  Staff ;  Miss  Bruce,  the  Dispenser  ;  The  Rev.  H.  H.  Birley, 
Acting  Chaplain ;  Mr.  Rudall,  the  House  Governor  and  Secretary, 
and  to  all  the  other  members  of  the  Staff.  They  have  carried  out 
their  duties  with  their  accustomed  thoroughness  and  enthusiasm, 
and  the  many  letters  received  from  grateful  patients  give  adequate 
testimony  to  the  value  of  their  work. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  again  desire  to  call  attention  to 
the  debt  on  the  Maintenance  Account  of  £2999  3s.  lid.,  with  which 
the  year  1929  begins.  The  need  of  an  increased  regular  income 
is  still  imperative,  panicularly  as  the  cost  of  maintenance  will  rise 
again  when  the  extensions  referred  to  above  are  put  into  use.  The 
upkeep  of  the  Hospital  should  be  a  common  burden  shared  by  all, 
and  the  fact  that  Leamington,  for  instance,  yields  less  than  £1,000 
per  annum  and  Warwick  less  than  £200  in  Annual  Subscriptions 
(excluding  the  Contributory  Scheme),  shows  that  the  Hospital  is 
still  not  receiving  the  support  it  needs  and  deserves.

AND  BATHING  INSTITUTION,  at  LEAMINGTON  PRIORS,  in  the 
County  of  WARWICK,  founded  in  the  year,  1832  ;  and 

In  the  Matter  of  “The  Charitable  Trusts  Acts,  1853  to  1925.” 

The  Board  of  Charity  Commissioners  for  England  and  Wales,  upon  an 
application  made  to  them  on  the  23rd  February,  1926,  in  writing,  signed  by 

The  Right  Honourable  FRANCIS  DUDLEY,  BARON  LEIGH  ; 

Sir  WATHEN  ARTHUR  WALLER,  Baronet,  of  Woodcote,  Leek 
Wootton,  near  Warwick  ;  and 

Captain  JOSCELINE  REGINALD  HEBER- PERCY,  of  Guy’s 
Cliffe,  Warwick ; 

the  Trustees  of  the  above-mentioned  Charity  ;  and  also  signed  by 

The  said  JOSCELINE  REGINALD  HEBER- PERCY; 

being  a  person  authorised  in  that  behalf  by  a  resolution  passed  unanimously 
by  those  Members  of  the  Committee  of  the  Charity  who,  on  the  3rd  February, 
1926,  were  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  duly  constituted  : 

And  after  due  notice  of  the  intention  to  make  this  Order  published  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  direction  of  the  Board  by  being  affixed  to  or  near  a  principal  outer 
door  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Charity  and  the  Town  Hall,  Leamington  Spa,  on 
the  8th  June,  1928,  and  by  advertisement  in  the  newspapers  called  “The 
Royal  Leamington  Spa  Courier  ”  and  “  The  Leamington  Chronicle  ”  on  the 
8th  June,  1928  (being  more  than  one  calendar  month  before  the  date  hereof  ; 
and  also  sent  through  the  posr  to  those  Members  of  the  said  Committee 
who  were  not  privy  to  the  said  application,  at  their  respective  last  known 
places  of  abode  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  on  the  29th  May,  1928  : 
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And  having  received  no  notice  of  any  objection  to  the  proposed  Order 
or  suggestion  for  the  variation  thereof  : 

Do  hereby  Order  as  follows  : — 

The  subjoined  Scheme  is  approved  and  established  as  the  Scheme  for  the 
regulation  of  the  Charity. 


SCHEME. 

1.  The  above-mentioned  Charity  and  the  endowments  thereof  specified 
in  the  Schedule  hereto,  and  all  other  the  endowments  (if  any)  of  the  said  Charity 
shall  be  administered  and  managed  subject  to  and  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Scheme. 

2.  Any  lands  and  hereditaments  comprised  in  this  Scheme  are  hereby 
vested  in  “  The  Official  Trustee  of  Charity  Lands  ”  for  all  the  estate  and  inter¬ 
est  therein  belonging  to  or  held  in  trust  for  the  Charity. 

3.  All  investments  comprised  in  this  Scheme  shall  be  transferred,  under 
the  authority  of  a  further  Order  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  into  the  name 
of  “  The  Official  Trustees  of  Charitable  Funds  ”  ;  and  any  funds  of  the  Charity 
applicable  as  income  which  the  Committee  may  at  any  time  direct  to  be  in¬ 
vested,  either  temporarily  or  in  augmentation  of  the  capital  endowments  of 
the  Charity,  shall  be  invested  in  the  name  of  the  said  Official  Trustees.  Pro¬ 
vided  always  that  as  soon  as  funds  permit,  not  less  than  three-quarters  of  all 
legacies  (unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Will)  and  funds  given  to  the  Charity 
for  investment  shall  be  invested  in  the  name  of  the  said  Official  Trustees. 
All  moneys  invested  under  this  clause  shall  be  invested  in  such  Stocks,  Funds 
or  Securities  (other  than  Real  Securities)  authorised  by  law  for  the  investment 
of  trust  funds  as  the  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  select. 

Object. 

4.  The  object  of  the  Charity  shall  be  to  afford  medical  and  surgical  aid 
and  mineral  water  and  bathing  treatment  to  patients  not  otherwise  able  to 
obtain  the  same  ;  so  long  as  adequate  accommodation  is  provided  for  such 
patients  paying  patients  may  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  of  the  Charity  on 
such  terms  as  the  Committee  of  the  Charity  may  prescribe. 

Governors. 

5.  The  supreme  control  and  government  of  the  affairs  of  the  Charity  shall 
be  vested  in  the  Governors  in  general  meeting  but  the  management  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Charity  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Committee  hereinafter  con¬ 
stituted.  A  general  meeting  of  the  Governors  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
a  Court. 

6.  The  following  persons  shall  be  Governors — 

(a)  The  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County  of  Warwick,  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Coventry,  the  Visitor,  the  Patrons,  the  President,  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  Honorary  Treas¬ 
urer,  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Dental  Surgeon  of  the  Charity, 
and  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  of  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford  in 
connexion  with  the  above-mentioned  Hospital,  all  for  the  time 
being. 
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(6)  Annual  subscribers  of  £1  Is.  and  upwards.  Co-partners  in  trade, 
subscribing  in  the  name  of  a  firm,  shall,  as  regards  voting,  in 
all  respects  be  considered  as  one  individual  subscriber. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  a  firm  or  institution  from  the  employees  of  which 

an  annual  collection  subscription  of  £1  Is.  and  upwards  is  re¬ 
ceived,  the  subscribers  may  by  writing  nominate  a  representative 
as  a  Governor.  i 

(d)  Donors  of  £21  in  one  sum  and  upwards,  if  given  for  the  purpose 

of  qualifying  for  a  life  Governorship. 

(e)  The  Executor,  or  if  more  than  one  the  first-named  of  the  acting 

Executors  for  the  time  being,  of  any  Will  by  which  £100  or  up¬ 
wards  is  bequeathed  to  the  Charity,  but  only  for  a  period  of 
three  years  next  after  the  death  of  the  Testator. 

7.  The  Annual  Court  of  Governors  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  March 
in  each  year  and  on  the  first  Wednesday  therein  if  possible. 

8.  A  special  Court  may  be  convened  at  any  time  by  the  Committee  or 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  be  so  convened  if  and  when¬ 
ever  not  less  than  ten  Governors  shall  make  a  requisition  in  writing  to  that 
effect,  stating  the  object  of  such  meeting. 

9.  The  time  and  place  at  which  any  Court  shall  be  held  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in  consultation  with  the  Committee.  Fourteen 
days’  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  Court  by  a  circular  to  each  Governor  ; 
every  such  notice  shall  specify  the  business  for  which  the  Court  is  called,  and 
no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  thereat. 

10.  At  all  Courts  the  chair  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the  Charity, 
if  present,  or  in  his  absence  by  a  Chairman  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governors 
present  at  the  meeting.  Ten  Governors  shall  be  a  quorum. 

11.  All  questions  at  Courts  shall  be  determined  b}7  the  majority  of  the 
Governors  present  and  voting  thereat,  such  voting  to  be  taken  and  conducted 
in  such  manner  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  or,  in  de¬ 
fault,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Chairman  of  the  meeting.  Each  Governor 
shall  have  one  vote  and  no  more,  provided  that  in  case  of  equality  of  votes 
the  Chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

12.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Visitor,  Patrons,  President 
or  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Charity,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  up  at  the 
next  Court. 

.  .  ,  t 

Committee. 

13.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  ex-officio  Members  and  Ordinary 
Members.  In  this  Scheme  “  Member  ”  means  a  Member  of  the  Committee. 

14.  The  ex-officio  Members  shall  be  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County 
of  Warwick,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Coventry,  the  Visitor,  the  Patrons,  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Charity,  the  Mayors  of  Leamington  and  Warwick,  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Kenilworth,  all  for  the  time  being. 

15.  The  Ordinary  Members  shall  be  Governors  and  shall  be  not  less  than 
thirty  in  number  and  shall  be  appointed  annually  at  the  Annual  Court. 
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16.  Any  Member  who  is  adjudged  bankrupt  or  makes  a  composition  or 
arrangement  with  his  creditors,  or  who  is  incapacitated  from  acting,  or  who 
communicates  in  writing  to  the  Committee  a  wish  to  resign,  shall  thereupon 
cease  to  be  a  Member. 

1 7.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy  the  Committee  shall,  at  their  next 
meeting,  cause  a  note  thereof  to  be  entered  in  their  minute  book. 

18.  The  Committee  shall  hold  at  least  four  ordinary  meetings  in  each  year. 

1 9.  The  Committee  shall  at  their  first  ordinary  meeting  in  each  year  elect 
a  Member  to  be  Chairman  of  their  meetings  until  the  commencement  of  the 
first  ordinary  meeting  in  the  following  year.  The  Chairman  shall  always  be 
eligible  for  re-election.  If  at  any  meeting  the  Chairman  is  not  present  within 
ten  minutes  after  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  same,  or  there  is  no 
Chairman,  the  Members  present  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  meeting.  If  any  casual  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Chair¬ 
man  the  vacancy  shall  be  forthwith  filled  by  the  Committee  at  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  ;  any  person  elected  as  Chairman  to  fill  a  casual  vacancy  shall  hold  office 
so  long  only  as  the  Chairman  in  whose  place  he  is  elected  would  have  held 
office  if  no  vacancy  had  occurred. 

20.  A  special  meeting  may  at  any  time  be  convened  by  the  Chairman, 
and  shall  be  so  convened  if  and  whenever  not  less  than  five  members  shall 
make  a  requisition  in  writing  to  that  effect  addressed  to  him  at  the  Hospital 
of  the  Charity.  The  Chairman  shall  fix  the  date  of  the  special  meeting,  but 
if  convened  on  the  requisition  of  Members  it  shall  be  held  within  fourteen 
days  after  the  receipt  at  the  Hospital  of  the  requisition.  Provided  never¬ 
theless  that  a  special  meeting  to  fill  a  casual  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chairman 
may  be  convened  and  the  date  thereof  fixed  by  any  two  Members  upon 
four  days’  notice  being  given  to  all  the  other  Members  of  the  date  of  the 
meeting. 

21.  There  shall  be  a  quorum  when  five  Members  are  present  at  a  meeting. 

22.  Every  matter  shall  be  determined  by  the  majority  of  votes  of  the 
Members  present  and  voting  on  the  question.  In  case  of  equality  of  votes 
the  Chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  have  a  casting  vote,  whether  he  has  or 
has  not  previously  voted  on  the  same  question,  but  no  Member  shall  in  any 
other  circumstances  give  more  than  one  vote. 

23.  Until  the  conclusion  of  the  Annual  Court  held  in  1929  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Charity  shall  be  vested  in  the  persons  at  present  administering 
the  Charity.  The  said  persons  shall  have  such  powers  as  will  enable  them  to 
administer  the  Charity  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Scheme,  but  on  the  conclusion  of  the  said  Court  the  administration  of 
the  Charity  shall  pass  to  the  Committee  constituted  as  provided  by  this  Scheme. 


Application  of  Income. 

24.  The  cost  of  repairs  and  insurance,  and  all  other  charges  and  out¬ 
goings  payable  in  respect  of  the  property  of  the  Charity,  and  all  the  proper 
costs,  charges  and  expenses  of  and  incidental  to  the  administration  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Charity  shall  be  first  defrayed  by  the  Committee  out  of  the 
income  thereof. 

25.  Subject  to  the  payments  aforesaid,  the  yearly  income  of  the  Charity 
shall  be  applied  by  the  Committee  in  furtherance  of  the  object  of  the  Charity. 
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Rules. 

26. — (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Scheme  the  Charity  shall  be 
administered  and  managed  in  conformity  with  the  Rules  for  the  time  being 
of  the  Charity,  but  so  that  in  case  of  any  conflict  between  any  of  the  said 
Rules  and  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Scheme  the  provisions  of  this  Scheme 
shall  prevail.  Until  altered  or  revoked  the  existing  Rules  of  the  Charity 
sanctioned  on  the  4th  March,  1925,  but  exclusive  of  any  rules  which  are 
superseded  by  this  Scheme,  shall  be  the  Rules  of  the  Charity. 

(2)  The  Governors  may  from  time  to  time  by  passing  a  resolution  alter 
or  revoke  all  or  any  of  the  Rules  for  the  time  being  in  force  under  this  Scheme 
or  make  new  Rules  to  the  exclusion  of  or  in  addition  to  the  Rules  so  for 
the  time  being  in  force.  Provided  that  no  such  resolution  shall  be  passed 
except  at  a  Court  of  which  not  less  than  fourteen  days’  notice,  specifying  the 
nature  of  the  resolution  to  be  proposed,  has  been  given. 

(3)  Within  the  limits  allowed  by  this  Scheme  and  the  Rules  for  the  time 
being  in  force,  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  bye-laws  for  the 
management  of  the  Charity  and  for  the  conduct  of  their  business,  including 
the  admission  and  discharge  of  patients,  the  deposit  of  money  at  a  proper 
bank,  the  custody  of  ducuments,  and  the  appointment,  remuneration  and 
duties  of  officers  and  servants. 


General. 

27.  The  Committee  may  receive  any  additional  donations  or  endowments 
for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Charity.  They  may  also  receive  donations 
or  endowments  for  any  special  purposes  connected  with  the  Charity  not 
inconsistent  with  or  calculated  to  impede  the  due  working  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Scheme. 

28.  A  minute  book  and  books  of  account  shall  be  provided  and  kept  by 
the  Committee.  All  proper  accounts  in  relation  to  the  Charity  shall  in  each 
year  be  made  out  and  certified  in  such  manner  as  the  Charity  Commissioners 
require,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  said  Commissioners, 
and  published  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charitable  Trusts  Acts. 

29.  The  Committee  may,  under  the  authority  of  a  further  Order  of  the 
Charity  Commissioners,  sellthe  hereditaments  specified  in  the  Schedule  hereto  or 
any  part  thereof.  The  clear  proceeds  of  any  such  sale  shall  become  part  of  the 
capital  endowments  of  the  Charity,  and  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Charity 
Commissioners,  be  applied  for  providing  further  buildings  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Charity. 

30.  The  Committee  may  set  apart  and  let  in  allotments  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Allotments  Extension  Act, 
1882,  any  portion  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  Charity  other  than  buildings 
and  the  appurtenances  of  buildings. 

31.  No  Member  shall  receive  any  remuneration,  or  be  interested  in  the 
supply  of  work  or  goods,  at  the  cost  of  the  Charity,  or  tender  for  supplies 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  being  first  obtained,  but 
nothing  in  this  clause  shall  prevent  the  Committee  from  purchasing  goods 
from  any  Member  or  his  firm  provided  that  such  Member  absents  himself 
from  meetings  at  which  the  question  is  discussed. 
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32.  Any  question  as  to  the  construction  of  this  Scheme,  01  as  to  the  regu¬ 
larity  or  the  validity  of  any  acts  done  or  about  to  be  done  under  this  Scheme, 
shall  be  determined  conclusively  by  the  Charity  Commissioners,  upon  such 
application  made  to  them  for  the  purpose  as  they  think  sufficient.

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CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

BENEFITS  AND  REGULATIONS. 


1.  Subscribers  of  a  minimum  of  2d.  per  week  to  a  Contributory 
Fund  authorised  by  the  Committee  of  the  Warneford  Hospital 
are  entitled  to  Tickets  of  Recommendation  from  their  Collector 
and  to  exemption  from  the  maintenance  charge  to  in-patients 
(14s.  per  week)  which  comes  into  force  at  the  Hospital  on  the 
1st  July,  1925.  This  contribution  covers  the  contributor  and 
his  dependants. 

2.  Subscribers  of  Id.  per  week  are  entitled  to  Tickets  of  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  their  Collector,  but  not  to  free  maintenance. 

3.  Before  a  contributor  can  obtain  benefit  under  the  scheme,  he 
or  she  must  have  been  a  contributor  for  at  least  three  months 
and  not  owe  more  than  four  weeks’  contributions. 

4.  In  order  to  obtain  benefit  a  contributor  must  obtain  a  Ticket 
of  Recommendation  from  his  Collector,  of  which  the  voucher 
portion  has  been  completed  by  the  collector.  This  Ticket 
must  be  presented  at  the  Hospital. 

5.  Free  treatment  at  the  Hospital  does  not  mean  treatment  for 
minor  ailments  but  only  for  such  specialised  treatment  as  the 
Hospital  is  intended  to  provide.  A  vouched  contributor  has 
no  right  of  priority  of  admission  before  other  qualified  appli¬ 
cants. 

6.  Contributors  are  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Maternity 
Department  except  for  abnormal  cases.  (But  preferential 
terms  may  be  arranged  in  approved  cases  on  application  to 
the  House  Governor  at  the  Hospital).

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ADMISSION  OF  IN-PATIENTS. 


Accidents  and  Urgent  Cases  are  admitted  at  any  time. 

Contributors  of  2d.  per  week  to  the  Hospital,  and  their  depen¬ 
dants,  should  obtain  a  Contributor’s  Ticket  signed  by  their  Collector, 
to  obtain  exemption  from  the  maintenance  charge. 

Non-contributors  must  obtain  an  In-Patient  Ticket  (or  6  Out- 
Patient  Tickets),  and  are  required  to  pay  14s.  per  week  towards 
maintenance  while  in  Hospital,  unless  otherwise  decided  by  the 
Exemption  Committee. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient  without  a  Ticket, 
except  in  case  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency.  Any  patient 
admitted  in  case  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency  without  a  ticket,  who 
is  able  to  provide  and  pay  for  the  requisite  medical  aid  or  surgical  aid 
shall  be  accountable  to  the  Hospital  for  the  expenses  incurred,  and 
the  Committee  have  the  right  of  making  such  a  charge  as  may  fully 
reimburse  the  Hospital  for  all  expenses.  The  Medical  Officer  in 
attendance  shall  be  allowed  to  make  his  own  charge,  and  to  demand 
the  same  from  the  party  or  parties  liable  at  law. 

Patients  shall  be  discharged  as  soon  as  cured,  or  whenever  the 
Medical  Officer  shall  consider  that  a  longer  stay  in  the  Hospital  is 
unnecessary. 

No  Patient  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient,  if  Out-Patient 
treatment  is  likely  to  be  equally  successful. 


VISITS  TO  IN-PATIENTS. 

In-Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relatives  and  friends  on 
Sundays  and  on  Thursdays  between  2-30  p.m.  and  3-30  p.m.,  but 
at  no  other  time  unless  by  special  permission.  Only  four  visitors 
are  allowed— not  more  than  two  at  a  time— on  any  Visiting  Day.

Notwithstanding  the  abo\e  Rule  the  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  make  separate  regulations  for  governing  the  admission  of 
persons  recommended  by  Public  Authorities,  Insurance  Committees 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  and  Approved  Societies  ; 
and  in  respect  of  collective  contributions  from  places  of  worship 
Hospital  Weekly  Collection  Funds,  and  authorised  street  collections 

Tickets  are  issued  annually  to  Life  Governors,  as  follows  : — 
A  donor  of  £21  is  entitled  to  two  Out-Patient  Tickets  in  each  year, 
and  for  every  additional  £10  10s.  one  Out-Patient  Ticket  is  issued  ; 
a  donor  of  £52  10s.  is  entitled  to  one  In-Patient  Ticket  and  four 
Out-Patient  Tickets  in  each  year,  and  so  on  in  the  same  proportion, 
without  prejudice  to  any  existing  rights. 


Six  Out-Patient  Tickets  are  accepted  as  an  In-Patient  Ticket, 
and  one  In-Patient  Ticket  may  be  exchanged  for  six  Out-Patient 
Tickets. 

In-Patient  and  Out-Patient  Tickets  are  if  necessarv,  available 
for  four  weeks’  treatment,  with  the  exceptions  set  forth  below. 


A  child,  i.e.,  a  girl  under  eleven  years  of  age  or  a  boy  under 
ten  years  of  age,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Children’s  Ward  for  four 
weeks,  if  necessary,  with  four  Out-Patient  Tickets  ;  for  six  weeks, 
if  necessary,  with  one  In-Patient  Ticket.  In  the  case  of  certain 
operations  upon  children  requiring  only  a  short  stay,  two  Out-
